In addition to the two buildings named, four others, inch 60 feet wide 
by 150 feet long, are now ready , thus completing the gigantic task set months 
ago for the ex position officials of buihling a world’s agricultural fair from the 
ground up in six m onths’ tin e. 
A special open rate of two cents per mile has been granted from prac­ 
tically every point in tlie United States to and from Tulsa for this occasion. 
It is the first time in the history of the state when special rates have ev^r 
been granted from so wide a territory .

We have 40,000 acres in cane, pro­ 
ducing 400,000 tons, valued at $4.50 
per ton, and the average production 
is ten tons per acre.

duction is manufactured in Texas. 
We ship into the state from Porto

Colonels Si­ 
bert and Galliard, were army engineers 
and members of the canal commission.

A story Is told (and they swear it is 
true) of a man on the Atlantic divi- 
j sion employed at the upper end of a 
huge drainage pipe used to carry water 
out of the hydraulic fill at Gatun dam. 
It was a long tunnel with a curve in 
the middle, and this man’s job con­ 
sisted in keeping the entrance free 
from obstruction. 
One day he inoon- 
| siderately fell into the pipe and was 
I caught up and swept through with the 
torrent. They picked him up for dead, 
but presently, opening his eyes, he said. 
‘They couldn’t do that on the Pacific 
division.’ ”
